The world w ar anil its effect u p ­ 
on the lum ber business was a prom ­ 
inent feature of all discussions and 
speeches at the m id su m m er m e e t­ 
ing of th e Central Missouri L u m b er­ 
m e n 's association held in Sedalia 
Friday aftern«>on at the Elks* club 
rooms and followed by a banquet at 
convention hall at Liberty park in 
the evening. 
About IOO lum ber 
dealers 
and 
traveling salesm en were in attend 
anc<* at (hi* m eeting, 
which 
con­ 
vened at 2:00 o ’clock and was p re­ 
sided over by the president, J. IL 
Proctor, of California, Mo. 
J. IL Moor* head, of K ansas City, 
secretary .and F. D. Bedman, of St. 
Joseph, president, of the S o u th w est­ 
ern L u m berm en's association, w ere 
present at the m eeting and bot Ii 
joined in the discussion. 
Two m em bers of the Central Mis­ 
souri association, Ju d g e Phil OH, of 
Jefferson City, and William Lowe, 
of W arrensburg, two of the oldest 
retail lum berm en in C entral Mis­ 
souri, were present at the meeting. 
Jud g e OH is So years of age, but 
still does his daily n ew spaper re a d ­ 
ing without tin' aid of. spectacles. 
Mr. Bowe has a record of 51 years 
in the lum ber business in W a rre n s ­ 
burg and a record of *19 year:, in 
business continuously on the sam e 
plat of ground. 
No officers we're elected at this 
m eeting of the lum berm en and no 
business of any other sort tra n s ­ 
acted. 
T he m eeting w as a semi- 
social one, being held for the p u r­ 
pose of getting together in a dis­ 
cussion of conditions in the retail 
trad e and of the outlook and pros­ 
pects for the present and the future. 
In the discussion at the Elks club 
rooms 
a t 
the 
afternoon session 
opinion seem ed pretty evenly di­ 
vided as to the condition of the re­ 
tail L a d e for that part of 1517 just 
pas.cd. 
Some of the dealers re 
ported an increase over 1016 busi­ 
ness 
and 
others 
reported a de­ 
crease, which more than likely was 
due to crop conditions in the re ­ 
spective localities the past year. 
All were agreed, however, that 
tin1 w ar would more 
th a n 
likely 
.can ♦> a readjustm ent of conditions 
in tli«- re tail trade and th a t in m e et­ 
ing the new conditions there might 
result a tem porary loss for the re­ 
tailer. 
Mr. M oorehead st qed to the deal­ 
ers that in his opinion the lum ber 
mills a re just as anxious to ship 
lum ber as the retailer is to get it, 
but that the country at this time is 
f* eing th e most, serious car sh o rt­ 
age ever known and th a t this car 
sh o rtage and not scarcity of lum ber 
is Hie cause of the advanced prices. 
Mr. Moorehead added th a t rain, or 
the lack of it, in th e middle wast 
•md esecially in K a n s a s the next 
few wee ks would fu rth e r affect the 
cai shortage, for b e tte r or worse, 
owing to the am ount of grain the 
railroads would be called upon to 
move the coming a u tu m n and win­ 
ter. 
From private sources I have 
learned, said Mr. Moor* head, that 
the situation on the Pacific coast 
b very serious, as that section of 
the country is a hotbed of I. VV VV s 
v ho are fom enting dissatisfaction 
and strikes am ong the w o rk m e n in 
the shingle mills of the west and 
northw est. 
Mr. 
M oorehead 
ex­ 
pressed it as his opinion that the 
retailers should take pains to im ­ 
press upon the 
fa rm e r 
that 
his 
grain and livestock 
now 
has 
a 
g reater exchange value than ever 
before and that, a fte r all, lum ber 
is still the cheapest com modity the 
farm e r is railed upon to buy. 
VV'. M. J o h n ., of the S. P. Johns 
& Sons L um ber company, staled 
that excitem ent over the w ar had 
d raw n th** atten tio n of the people 
away from building considerations, 
but that the excitem ent is now su b ­ 
siding and business during the com ­ 
ing au tu m n w ill again leac h norm al 
proport ions. 
J. L. Babcock, of the J 
L. B ab­ 
cock Lum ber company, and m ayor 
of Sedalia, expressed tile opinion 
that the lum ber business would be 
stim ulated and that he expected to 
be prepared for a good fall trade. 
Mr. Babcock sta te d th a t it is p re­ 
posterous to think or say th a t peo­ 
ple will not go on building a n d the 
lu m b erm en go on 
selling 
lum ber 
just as though th e re were no w ar 
in progress. 
George Kiefer, of Cole Camp, re ­ 
lated an instance of a fa rm e r re­ 
cently com ing into a lum ber yard 
an d asking the dealer the price of 
shingles. 
T he dealer inform ed the 
fa rm e r th a t the grade of shingles 
he w anted w ere at th a t tim e selling 
at $5.75, but on Monday would be 
w orth $6 per thousand. 
T h e fa rm ­ 
er refused to buy. 
So the lum ber 
dealer said: 
“ You re m e m b e r last 
y e a r that I sold you som e shingles 
and took iii exchange Btu bushels 
of corn at the m a rk e t price. 
Now, 
if you will buy th e se shingles today 
at the price they w ere selling for 
last year and pay m e w ith corn at 
the price p er bushel it w as selling 
last year, I will tra d e with you.” 
T he fa rm e r figured for a m inute 
and then said: 
“I will not do dot; 
I will buy th e m and pay you the 
cash.” 
Tom M cKenna, a lum ber dealer 
jo t Fortuna, Mo., and who w as a

M cK enna is a native of the Em erald 


Isle and a world traveler. He stated 
■that the United S tates is the only 
: country in the world 
where 
the

Hor building. 
In all other countries 
it is (he large laud ow ner or land­ 
lord who does th e bu.wng, as th e ! 
people of oilier countries are not 
builders; they are tenants. 
“T h e re 
are tw o kinds of m en I like,” said J 
Mr. Mc Kenna. 
“They are lum ber­ 
men and sailors.” 
Mr. F. I». Bolm an took the floor 
and 
discussed 
lum ber 
conditions 
along the sam e line of reasoning as 
Mr. Moorehead. 
Mr. 
Bedman 
ex­ 
pressed the opinion th a t the lum­ 
ber business, like o ther businesses, 
is facing a readjustm ent, owing to 
conditions and th a t I he process of 
re a d ju stm e n t 
may 
cover 
seveial 
years. “Business must go forw ard,’* 
said Mr. Bolman, “because on taxes 
of the profits from 
business

man, that the K an sas m e m b ers of 
the S outhw estern association have 
been ask ed to raise one fourth mil­ 
lion of the fund. 
It is a tribute to 
their success in th e business world 
and a recognition of the fact that 
they have plenty of m oney and are 
a closely knit, patriotic 
body 
of 
men. 
Mr. Bolm an added that the 
retail dealers should extend assist­ 
an ce to every m a n who w ants to 
build and is honest and energetic, 
though without im m ediate finances. 
It is not charity, but good business, 
from a purely selfish point of view, 
sn id Mr. Bolman. H e expressed the 
opinion th a t in the crisis now' con­ 
fronting this nation 
the 
govern­ 
ment will not find the lum berm en 
w anting in any m ovem ent to fur­ 
th e r th e success and insure the ul­ 
tim ate victory of the United S tates 
in the battle for world wide justice 
and democracy.

Came in Conflict W ith Or­ 
ganized 
Labor, Waging 
Fight Against It. 
Loa Angeles, La!., July 3U.—Gnu. 
Harrison Gray Otis, president and 
general m a n ag er of th*' Los Ange­ 
les Times, died today at the home 
of his son-in-law, H arry Chandler. 
Gen. H arrison Gray Otis, himself 
a veteran of two wars, cam e of a 
long line of military aud s ta te sm a n ­ 
ship ancestry. His grandfather was 
a soldier of not*' in the revolution­ 
ary w ar and the Otis stock pro­ 
duced Jam es 
Otis, 
revolutionary 
patriot and orator, and 
the 
first 
H arrison Gray Otis, once noted as 
a 
senator 
from 
Massachusetts. 
General Otis was HO years of age, 
his 
birth 
having 
occurred on a 
W ashington 
county, 
Ohio, 
farm 
February IO, 1837. 
Over five years of General Otis* 
life was spent as a volunteer sol­ 
dier of the United States. In 1861, 
at the age of 21, he enlisted in the 
Twelfth Ohio volunteers, was pro­ 
moted through all grades to a cap­ 
tain in 1861. 
In that year a con­ 
solidation of regiments placed him 
in the Twenty-third Ohio V eteran 
Volunteers, his colonel and captain 
being respectively, R utherford B. 
H ayes and William McKinley. 
W ith the outbreak of the Spanish- 
A m crican war, in 1898, Major Otis, 
at the age of 61, volunteered hia- 
services to President McKinley and 
w as m ade a brigadier general of 
volunteers. 
Following the civil war, Otis re­ 
turned to the trade of printer, for 
which he had abandoned school at 
an early age, acquiring, finally in 
1882, a fourth interest in the Los 
Angeles Times. 
Previously he had 
served for four years as foreman of 
the government printing office at 
Washington. 
Quite early in his career as edi­ 


tor and publisher of the Times, for 
he speedily secured

such a limited understanding aud 
such

misunderstanding 
seemed to exist in the minds of a 
great num ber of women. 
Some of 
the reasons for not registering ad­

amusing. 
Many women seemed not to un­ 
derstand that registration is pure­ 
ly voluntary and that the govern­ 
ment is asking no service which 
any women is unwilling to perform. 
Women may register their willing­ 
ness to do nothing more than at­ 
tempt to conserve the food supply 
in their home more thoroughly than 
in normal times and the ofter to do 
so is considered evidence of patri­ 
otic willingness to assist the gov­ 
ernment. 
The idea, as entertained by some, 
that the government will drag wo­ 
men away from their families or re­ 
quire of them any personal service 
which they are unwilling to give 
freely is preposterous. 
One lady in one 
of 
the 
rural 
school districts registered for her­ 
self and secured the registration of 
three neighbor women. 
In a letter 
to T. K. Puckett, she stated that 
the women in her district were un­ 
der the impression that if they reg­ 
istered and stated that, they were 
iii good health the husbands of all 
of them would b«* drafted for army 
service. 
Therefore, with

ac­ 
cord, the ladies stated their health 
was bad and refused to register. 
Mrs.

Hoe lins, living at 
Smithton, wrote to Mr. Puckett as 
follows: 
“Dear Sir: 
The school 
house was opened for registration, 
but without success. 
Yours truly.” 
Four registrations were reported 
from the Bothweil school. 
Mrs. R. N. Lower, of Sunnv Mead, 
cast of Hughesville, mailed in her 
registration card and stated that 
the school house iii that district 
was opened, but she does not know 
whether or not there were any reg­ 
istrations. 
Seven registrations were reported 
from Dunksburg. 
In the Hughesville consolidated 
district, thirty registrations are re­ 
ported and more being made each 
day. 
The Houstonia district will hold 
its registration this week. 
A lady in one of the school dis­ 
tricts north of Lamoine wrote the 
following letter to T. It. Puckett: 
“Mr. T. It. Puckett 
Dear Sir: 
Am returning the blanks. 
There 
w asn’t a woman in this district who 
would register. 
They 
said 
they 
would do all they could, but they 
would not sign up to do anything. 
My family objected to me signing, 
so will return blank. Am so rry this 
district did this way. Yours truly— 
Mrs.” 
And so it goes. 
A Sedalia woman slated emphati­ 
cally that she was not going to 
register and give all 
her 
canned 
fruit to the soldiers, as she would 
need it for herself. 
It is hoped that a few days more 
may bring a fuller understanding to 
the women of the city and county 
that registering for service does not 
mean separation from their fami­ 
lies nor anything else they would 
be unwilling to do. 
It is merely 
for the purpose of dem onstrating 
how m a n y women are willing to so 
conduct their households

have gatling guns, but do not prac­ 
tice with them.

In his letter under date of July 
27 he says: 
Our w ork hours her** are easier 
than ai Fort Riley. We a*** up at 
6:30 in the morning, take a swim 
in Lake Ontario, which is followed 
by inspection, at which we must 
have our shoes shining bright and 
our faces clean shaven. 
At 9 a. in. we repoii 
for drill, 
which ends at l l o’clock, and this 
is followed by 
a 
lecture 
for an 
hour on machine guns. Then we 
are off to lunch at 12:30 p. rn. In 
the afternoon we drill from 2 to 4 
o'clock, and then an hour’s lecture 
is given on wireless telegraphy. 
“Following the supper hour we 
are free to do as w*e please. From 
noon Saturday until midnight Sun­ 
day night we are off. and I am to 
take a week-end boat trip to Niag­ 
ara Falls, which costs $4 for the 
round trip. 
“We will continue our prelimi­ 
nary training lier** for eight more 
days and then will be transferred 
to another camp to begin flying. 
“Two w’eeks will be spent ther" 
and then we go to the University 
of Toronto for a four wreeks’ study 
of the theory of gas engines. Four 
weeks is then to be devoted to fly­ 
ing. I think after that time w'e will 
go to England for a post-graduate 
course and then back to the Unit­ 
ed States for final orders.

Dr. Walter E. Dandy, of 
the Hopkins staff, 
performed the 
operation. 
Captain Bell-Irving received his 
wound in June, 1918, when at the 
height of about 9,000 
feet a Ger­ 
man anti-aircraft gun found

range. When the shell burst over 
his head 
the 
young 
officer wras 
stunned and his machine fell, un­ 
controlled 
several 
thousand feet 
before the rushing air revived him. 
He righted his machine and glided 
in safety across his own lines.

Twenty-Two Survivors Landed A ft­ 
er Vessel Was Torpedoed. 


The Dr. Dandy 
who performed 
this wonderful feat is a Sedalian 
by birth and education, having fin­ 
ished 
the 
Sedalia 
High 
school 
(1902) at the head of his class. He 
was always aggressive 
and as a 
carrier on the Democrat was faith­ 
ful and 
painstaking, 
and 
it was 
quite evident even 
at 
that early 
date in his career that he would 
give a good account of himself in 
after life. 
Captain Bell-Irving, the subject 
of this operation, talked very en­ 
tertainingly while at the hospital 
concerning his 
accident 
and the 
aerial business in general. 
Ile says the moral effect of Unit­ 
ed States airplanes on the battle 
front will be tremendous. He says, 
further, that the allies even now' 
a r e supreme in the air and that, 
when Ameriran 
airmen 
get into 
he gam** the effect on the final 
outcome of the w'ar 
will 
he far­ 
reaching. 
He began flying in 1914 and late 
in that year was sent to France as 
second lieutenant. He apparent 
y has no fear. One of his first bat­ 
tles was with the German air king, 
fnnusilmann, 
now deceased. 
In 
his “scrap" the German put Cap- 
ain Bell-Irving’s plane out of busi­ 
ness, shooting away two cylinders. 
The Britisher never 
lost his head 
or control of his machine, but he 
guided it. disabled as it was, out 
of 
danger 
beyond 
the 
enemy’s 
ines. He seems to have been as­ 
signed 
to 
the 
most 
hazardous 
tasks, hut has always escaped cap­ 
ture and has only been wounded 
twice before, 
the 
wounds 
being 
very slight. 
ll** has met the Germans in tho 
air as many as 
fifty 
times, hut 
has only brought dow n a few ma­ 
chines. He says he is a very poor 
shot. 
Despite our undisputed air 
supremacy, it 
is 
impossible 
to 
keep the Germans out of the air al 
together. 
They 
will fly just like 
bullets. But—and 
this 
is 
where 
our air supremacy conies in 
they 
are not allowed to work at all, and 
an observation plane is useless un­ 
less it can hover over the enemy 
territory long enough to take pho­ 
tographs or 
give 
the 
range 
bv 
wireless to the gunners behind. 
He declared that even now the 
allied airmen are so alert that the 
Germans are doing most of their 
heavy gun work by 
map calcula­ 
tions, their own aviators being un­ 
able to give the range. 
The 
improvement 
in airplanes 
since the beginning of the war *s 
wonderful. 
The fastest machines 
we had then could go 70 miles an 
hour and could rise 10,000 feet in 
possibly one-half to three-quarters 
of an hour. 
Today our machines 
fly 150 miles an hour and can ne­ 
gotiate 10,000 feet in six minutes.

had 
heard 
before 
leaving 
France that 
ihe 
American club, 
Lafayette escadrille, now in Paris, 
were wonderful pilots and gallant 
men.

t-emendous number of planes and

The Pettis county draft exemp­ 
tion board, composed of Sheriff W. 
VV7. Bolton, chairman; County Clerk 
N. P. Elmore and County Physician 
C. B. Trader, has set itself the task ) Colorado Springs. 
of examining 87 men per day for 
a period of three days, commencing 
Monday morning. 
The board com­ 
pleted Thursday the task of mailing 
out notification cards to the first 
260 men on the draft list. 
The examinations will be held at 
the circuit court room, where there 
are plenty of seats for the men on 
the waiting list. 
The exemption board mailed no­ 
tices Friday to Drs. E. F. Yancey 
and W. J. Ferguson, of their ap­ 
pointment as assistants to Dr. T ra­ 
der in the physical examinations. 
Out of the 260 men to be exam­ 
ined, the board expects to qualify 
130 men, which is Pettis county’s 
quota for the first draft of the new 
national army. 
What percentage of 
the first 260 men called will qual­ 
ify for service is hard to estimate, 
however, and it may be necessary 
for the exemption board to summon 
more men for examination before 
the quota of 130 is secured. 
The 
number of men in the first call 
having dependents is not known. 
However, wives, 
especially 
those 
who have become wives since the 
draft was made are not going to be 
much of a draft shield to their hus­ 
bands, according to orders recently 
issued to local boards 
by 
Provost 
Marshal 
General 
Crowder. 
The 
boards have been formally instruct­ 
ed by General Crowder that they 
may well hold that a marriage re­ 
cently consummated, especially by 
a registrant after 
he 
had 
been 
called for examination, 
does 
not 
create a status of dependency jus­ 
tifying immunity from conscription. 
“The selective service law,” read 
the instructions, “does not require 
discharges in all eases of technical I 
legal dependency, but only perm its 
discharges where in view 
of 
de- , 
pendency a discharge is advisable. 
Local boards may well hold that a 
marriage hastily consummated re­ 
cently, and especially one consum 
mated by a person 
after 
he 
has 
been called to present himself for 
examination to determine his fit­ 
ness for military service, does not 
create a status of dependency in 
which it is advisable to grant a dis­ 
charge. 
“It is to be expected that local 
boards will exercise this full dis­ 
cretion in cases where 
they 
are 
convinced 
that 
unscrupulous per­ 
sons have thus violated the princi­ 
ples of the selective service law in 
hope of escaping a duty.” 
The selective 
conscription 
law 
passed by congress does not compel 
the government 
to 
grant 
exemp­ 
tions because of dependents at all. 
It provides that tho president might 
exempt those with dependents. And 
the regulations upon which the lo­ 
cal boards now are acting are pro­ 
mulgated by the president, not by 
congress.

can 
change 
them 
overnight if it becomes necessary. 
A test case is to be taken to the 
courts in New York to determine 
if an exemption should be granted 
to a man who married 
since 
his 
number was drawn, presumably in 
order to have an excuse to evade 
service. 
Since the warning against “m ar­ 
riage” slackers, however, was sent 
out by General Crowder, there has

Dr. K. IL Barnum returned Thurs­ 
day 
night 
from Washington and 
other eastern points, where he a t­ 
tended a meeting of homeopathic, 
physicians held in that city July 27 
and 28. 
The meeting was called at 
the request of the war departm ent 
and for the purpose of explaining 
the situation of the country regard­ 
ing this work. 
Following the meeting, 
July 
27 
and 28, which was hold in the New 
Willard hotel, Dr. 
Barnum 
spent 
several days in New York visiting 
home folks. 
Dr. Barnum reports a very inter­ 
esting meeting and one that was a 
benefit to all present, about one 
hundred in number. 
Many instruc­ 
tive talks were made by men who 
understand things as they exist. In 
a talk by Dr. Franklin Martin, of 
the national council of defense, he 
KWd them a bill would 
soon 
be 
passed by congress 
which 
would 
conscript doctors up to the age of 
55. 
Col. Goodwin, medical director of 
♦ he English army, made a talk in 
which he told them of existing con­ 
ditions in England. 
He stated that 
they had only 12,000 doctors to take 
eaie of five million 
soldiers 
aud 
that one doctor was left to every 
6,000 population back home. 
He 
also stated that if conditions had 
not been as they were, 20 per cent 
of those who died could have been 
saved if an adequate medical force 
had been there to 
attend 
them. 
The report circulated about regard­ 
ing the danger of being a doctor at 
the front and the number of deaths 
resulting in this work is unfounded, 
according 
to 
Col. 
Goodwin. 
He 
gave 1,100 deaths of doctors as the 
estimate of England’s loss in this 
profession at the front. 
M. C. Gorgas, .surgeon general of 
the w ar departm ent, was another 
talker at this meeting. He gave the 
figures regarding this profession in 
connection with tile war relative to 
the United States. 
Of the 147,000 
doctors in the United States, two 
will be taken out of every nine. 
“We have 10,000 doctors at pres­ 
ent enlisted in the army, but we 
must raise this to 30,000 before our 
work is complete,” stated Dr. Gor­ 
gas. 
Other interesting talkers were 
heard, one of whom was Dr. \V il- 
liam C. Braisted, surgeon general 
of the United States navy. 
At this meeting the homeopathic 
physicians offered four of the larg­ 
est hospitals in the United States 
as base hospitals. 
They were ac
